Mountrath, Leix, against the New Ireland 


Assurance Company, Lid., Dawaon street, 


Dublin, claiming £27 12s., was affirmed with

Mr, Tarrant claimed as the executor of his 
mother, Mrs. Kate Tarrant, on foot of two 
policies for £13 16s. each, which had been 
assigned to her by Margaret Brennan. 


For the company, among other matters, it 


was contended that the policies were void, as 
the particulars given in the proposals signed 
by Margaret Brennan were incorrect in re- 
gard to age, and that she was 87 years of 
age on the date of the proposals and not 70 
years, as stated. 

The President said that he understood 
that it was admitted by counsel for Mr. 
Tarrant that he could not question the de- 
cision of the Circuit Court that by reason 
of the misstatement of the of the assured 
person on the original application, and as 
the law stood on the date of the Circuit Court 
hearing, the policies were void. Since then, 
however, Part 5 of the Insurance Act of 1936 
had come into force, and Mr. Tarrant now 
relied on certain sections in that Act to 
validate the policies and to prevent the com- 
pany from relying on the misstatement of 
age as a ground for voiding the policies.

GUARD'S EVIDENCE

The answer ig yes. I have just com- 
pleted an underground re-inforced concrete 
shelter in a Sandymount back garden at a 
cost of £4 and my own ‘spare time for a 
fortnight. It is big enough for five people, 
and is capable of withstanding almost any- 
thing short of a direct hit, 


a shelter prvof against a direct hit, Í may 
add that to my knowledge such a construc- 
tion has never been attempted.. It is esti- 
mated that nothing less than a solid slab of 
re-inforced concrete fifteen feet thick will 
protect against a direct hit. It is obvious 
that = a weight of M panes Rie ae “in 
impossible to support, and w a grea 
deal te build. 


FOR FIVE PEOPLE 


An underground shelter ten feet long, three 
and s half feet wide and ten feet high— 
about the size of a suburban house —is 
large enough for five people. It is a size 
suitable for the average household, and can 
be constructed by one man giving four hours 
a day to the job in less than a fortnight. 

The job requires approximately twelye bags 
of cement, costing about £2; four tons of 
gravel, costing s.; eight old railway 
sleepers at about 2s. each, and a few planks 
of timber. 

Choosing the site in your garden is a 
matter for some consideration. e shelter 
should be sufficiently far away from the house 
to avoid being piled high with débria if the 
house were hit, but; at the same time, should 
be sufficiently near the honse to allow. for 
quick access. The position of other buildings 
whose proximity make them dangerous must 
be taken into account, The shelter must not 
be built near drains, water mains, sewers, or 

as mains. Don’t worry if the only site 
ulfilling these conditions is in the middle 
of your vegetable plot, because the level of 
the ground and the usefulness of the ground 
abéve the shelter will remain the same. You 
may have to temporarily transplant some 
vegetables to another place until the shelter 
is completed. They can be replaced after- 
wards, and will have sixteen inches of earth 
to grow in. 

Digging the trench, ten feet deep, four and 

hal? feet wide and ten feet long, is the 
most strenuous task to those unused to 
manual work. It may be made very difficult 
if the soil is compaci and stony, where a 
pick has to be used fo. every six inches of 
the way. Some people will find that there is 
gravel a foot or two down below the soil. 
They are lucky, for, although it makes the 
digging much heavier, the grávál Seán” “be 
taken out, dumped in a separate heap, washed 
if necessary, and used for mixing “withthe 
cement in the ratio six to one, This effects 
a considerable saving in the cost. 


THREE DAYS’ DIGGING 


After three days the digging is nearl 
toot mark been mace, 
and the shelter builder smiles with pleasure 


that he has only two more fee: to go down, 


Suddenly he finds the soil becoming damp 
and slimy. He digs a small hole in one 


corner of the excavation and to his dismay 
watches it fill with muddy water. 


This is where many people give up. They 
decline to dig any deeper, assuming that the 
cement floor they anticipated laying has now 
become an impossibility. They proceed with 
the walls of the shelter, and the final con- 
struction adds an ugly hump to the land- 
scape of their garden, and more than likely 
has a foot or two of its interior height 
sacrificed. 

Do not make this mistake. Dig down into 


the mud until the water is washing about your 


, Lf possible wear a pair of rubber boots. 
e mud has to be lifted out of the trench 


in buckets, It is a slow and arduous task, 
but the trench should be dug down as near 
to the intended depth as possible. In most 


cases it is impossible to drain the water. 
When the specified depth has been reached, 


smooth out the floor of the excavation, leave 
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it

that it is six inches away from the earth face

a few broken stones the size of your fist, 
and stick in, periodically, pieces of old iron, 
crowbars, piping, broken garden tools and 
any other pieces of unwanted steel that a 
can find. They should be stuck in the middle 
of the cement wall, so as not to protrude 
through the side. 

The shelter has two entrances, one at each 
end, from which the ‘steps indicated lead up 


to the ground level. The walls and floor of 


the she are all the same thickness—six 
inches, The timber supports indicated are the 
croas sections of the railway sleepers, They 
are “let into” the top of the side-walls, not 
ced ever them. All concrete are six 
inches thick, except the roof, which is eight 
inches, e end walls where the six-foot 
doors are indicated only extend six inches 
from the:side of the trench, leaving a two- 
foot-six entrance space. The steps leading up 
these entrances can be. built in con- 
crete, or constructed with large stones 
cemented together. 
The railway sleepers are laid into the top 


of the walls, so that they do. not raise the 


concrete ceiling above the eight-foot mark. 
The ends of the “sleepers’’ need not be cut 
off; they can be allowed to extend out into 
the surrounding earth at each side, 

Railway sleepers are usually about one foot 
in width, and when six of them are y 
spaced across the walls there will be only 
a few inches between each sleeper. These 
spaces must be filled in with light pieces of 
board before the concrete for ihe roof slab 
is laid on top. When the concrete has set 
they can be removed from between the 
“sleeper ” timbers, 


THE ROOF 


The roof should be as reinforced as possible. 
A six-te-one concrete mixture is rich enough. 
Jt should be carefully laid, and care should 
be taken that it grips the top of the side 
walls in the spaces. between the timber

hen building the walls, a casing two or 
three feet in width is sufficient. Do not 
build more than three feet of wall per day, 
and if the previous section is not hard after 
some hours’ drying, do “not remove the 
casings. as ” ' 

The entrance spaces should be left open. 
Tt is not necessary to fit steel doors, or any- 
thing of that nature, A light. door constructed 
of planks, or merely a curtain is quite 
sufficient. The whole structure is sunken so 
far in the earth that blast is not likely to’ 
be suffered through the open doorways. 

When the job is complete, fill in the earth 
again over the top, If you have ad 
accurately to the measurements, there shonld 
be no mound in your garden after you have 
filled in sixteen inches.

He 
grew up, matured, and aged with the 
Republic that arose from the ruins of 
Napoleen’s Empire; and now, at the age 
of eighty-four, he is about to establish yet 
another France, based this time not on the 
Republic, nor even on the Napoleonic 
empires, but on the France of the 
Bourbons. To-day, it appears, the veteran 
Marshal will replace President Lebrun as 
head of the French State. He will have 
complete legislative powers, pending the 
establishment of a new Chamber; and, in 
the event of civil disturbance or other 
emergency, he will have power to make 
new laws by decree without consultation 
with anybody... In short, Marshal Pétain 
will be the dictator of France: Under the 
new system France will be governed from 
Versailles.

Nobody can blame Marshal Pétain, or the 
French people, therefore, if they try to 
obtain the best possible terms from their 
conquerors; and their friends throughout 
the world will sympathise with them in 
‘their anxiety to establish a system of 
government which will improve their 
chances. On the other hand, the attitude 
of the Italian Press at present does not 
encourage the hope that France will be 
let off lightly. Several Italian newspapers, 
all of which reprosent the Government's 
point of view, insist that France cannot 
hope to escape her responsibilities by a 
mere change of political ‘system. They 
declare that Great Britain never would 
| have made war on Germany but for French 
encouragement. They hark back to the 
Versailles Treaty, alleging that France 
was to blame primarily for its injustices 
and vindictiveness. In short, while 
Germany accuses Britain of every crime 
in the calendar, Italy makes France the 
villain of the piece. It is a tragic situa- 
tion, which causes the heart of every 
civilised man to.ache for France.

Egypt’s Outlook 

Egypt's situation in regard to the 
European war has puzzled many people. 
Is she, or is she not, a belligerent, and, if 
not, how does it come that British aero- 
planes operate from Egyptian territory, 
and, having done their work, return there? 
they have asked. The answer is that at 
the outset of hostilities in September. 
Egypt broke off diplomatic relations with 
Germany, but did not declare war—and 
Germany did not declare war upon her. 
The same procedure was followed when 
Italy entered the war; but Italy’s entrance 
has confronted the Egyptians with a 
different set of problems. It is evident 
that their neutrality reposes, at the best, 
upon highly precarious foundations.

In County 
Galway, we have just learned from 
the County Librarian’s annual report, 
448 books are borrowed from the 
Library or its branches every day. Some 
134,000 volumes were taken out on loan 
last year, and the number of volumes 
added to the existing stock of almost sixty 
thousand was no less than 5,113. May 
we take Galway as an average example! 
If so, then the number of books read every 
year in the twenty-six counties by members 
of the public libraries alone amounts to 
the very respectable figure of about three 
and a half millions. For a country of our 
size and population it is not by any means 
a bad record. In fact, we doubt if there 
are many countries which can surpass it. 
The most useful function, of course, which 


the public libraries fulfil here, as every- 


where else, is that they provide thonsands.of 
readers with access to those usually expen- 
sive works classed as “non-fiction,” 
which otherwise would be beyond the reach 
of the average person, and a carefully 


selected choice of these books, we learn 
from Galway, is added regularly as they 
appear from the publishers. Indeed, very 
few books would reach average members 
of the reading public were it not for the 
admirable lending service provided by the 
public libraries in all countries, There 
may be no end to the writing of books, 
but in these material days there would 
soon be an end to the publishing of books

Use of Steel Banned 

Mr. Herbert Morrison, the Minister of 
Supply, has «decided to put a stop to 
luxury building in war-time by refusir: 
io allow contractors to use steel for such 
buildings, even if it is already in their 
hands. Exception will be granted only in 

rticular cases under a licence, and pro- 
bably only when the building wil] be of 
use.in the war effort. So that requirements 
for repairs and maintenance may be pro- 
vided for. the purchase of less than one 
ton a month of material for a particular 
building is allowed. The order will stop 
work on a considerable number of build- 
ings in London and elsewhere, as it closes 
a loophole in the steel distribution scheme. 
Where a contractor had laid in a supply 
of steel there was nothing in the distribu- 
scheme which could effectively 
prevent him from using it in any way he 
chose. This has now been stopped.
